Downing 
and Stitt, who were on the scene. Drs.

Dr. Gardrer had 
everything made ready at the hospital 
and Hennessey was sent down to 
meet the injured as they reached this 
side of the bay.

(CONTINUED FROM FIRST PACE.) 

The 
time required to build the canal hinges 
almost entirely on the time required 
for the construction of this dam. The 
commission says eight years would 
probably be a reasonable estimate for 
the building. At least two years will 
be consumed in preparatory work and 
opening a harbor at Greytown, so that 
if work on the dam should be com- 
menced immediately thereafter, the 
time required for completing the entire 
work will be about ten years.

ADVANTAGES OF CANAL 

Referring to the commercial ad- 
-Vantages of an isthmian waterway, 
the report says: , 

“As compared with Wurope, the 
United States will derive from the 
canal far greater benefits, both com- 
mercially and industrially. The com- 
merce of Europe with the Pacific Coast 
of North, Central and South America, 
under existing conditions, is some- 
What larger than the total volume of 
the present traffic of the United States 
that may be considered tributary to 
the canal; but this fact does not in- 
dicate the relative advantages which 
the canal will possess for the trade 
of Europe and that of the United 
States. As soon as it has been opened, 
our trade with the West Coast of 
South America will rapidly increase, 
as will also the volume of our trade 
with the Orient. The amount of the 
American commerce through the canal 
will quickly surpass the total amount 
of Buropean traffic. 

“An isthmian canal will strengthen 
the unity of the national interests of 
the United States; develop its Pacific 
territory and promote the commerce 
and industries of the entire country. 
The benefits which Europe will de- 
rive from the canal will 


by reducing the time and cost of 
products to 
Hurope, and by enabling the 
ern, Southern and Central States to 
reach the raw materials and mar- 
kets of Pacific countries cheaply and 
expeditiously, the canal will more fully 
identify political and social interests 
and quicken the industrial activity of 
every section of the United States. 
The iron and steel, the textiles and 
the other manufactures of Eastern and 
Southern States, the coal from the 
mining regions, the cotton from the 
South, and the grain and forest 
products from many sections will 
flow out to foreign countries in an 
increasing volume, and this larger 
trade will be shared generally by the 
ports of all of our seaboards—the At- 
lantic, the Gulf and the Pacific. The 
canal will at once cause the competi- 
tion of the United States with Eu- 
rope in the countries of Western 
South America and the Orient to be 
much keener, with the result that the 
trade of our country will increase 
more rapidly than will that of our 
rivals. The canal will aid the United 
States in securing and maintaining a 
position of primacy in the interna- 
tional trade of the world.” 
NICARAGUA VS. PANAMA. 
The commission concludes with a 
careful comparison of the Nicaragua 
and Panama routes. It shows that dis- 
tance between Atlantic and Pacific 
ports are shorter by the Nicarague 
than by the Panama route. This is in 
part offset by the increased time in 
getting through the Nicaragua Canal. 
The latter route is reported to be more 
favorble for sailing vessels. The Nic- 
aagua route is also regarded as ad- 
vantageous through its development of 
the country through which it passes. 
It is poinfed out that the Panama con- 
cession now held by the French com- 
pany prohibits 4 cession of rights to 
any nation or foreign government. The

Dec. 4—The fifty-sev- 
enth annual report of the New York 
Association for Improving the Condi- 
tion of the Poor has just been issued. 
It shows that $26,000 was spent by the 
relief department for 19,519 persons. 
In the report of the board of managers 
President T. R. Cutting says: 

“Of some 6600 cases investigated, 
cared for, passed upon and closed dur- 
ing the year, the cause of distress in 
941 instances is set down as lack of 
work; in 1198 instances as iliness; the 
other causes operating were, shift 
ness in 245 cases, intemperance in 
old age in 307 and desertion in 321. 

“Too often when we assign iliness, 
shiftiessness, intemperance and deser- 
tion as the cause we know that the 
tenement house itself is the real un- 
derlying evil; that herding large num- 
bers of persons in contracted space has 
resulted in abnormal minds and un- 
healthy bodies.”

RULE APPLIED TOA QUARRYMAN 


In the case in which this principle 
was applied the injured employé was 
employed in a quarry to pepare stone 
for hewing. He had been doing such 
work for more than two years, and un- 
derstood how to “channel” stone and 
turn over cuts of stone after channel- 
ing. He also knew that there were 
often seams in the rock which weak- 
ened it and rendered it Hable to break 
when men were at work. The foreman 
of the quarry directed this employé to 
leave his regular work, which was free 
from risk, and assist in breaking out a 
cut of stone by using wedges. ot suc- 
ceeding, the foreman told him to go be- 
low and clear the way for using the 
steam drill.

In other words, if 
an employer instructs his agent to hire 
only highly competent men to do a 
piece of work and he employs incom- 
petent ones, whereby other employés 
are injured, the employer cannot de- 
fend himseif by saying: I supposed 1 
was employing a faithful and proper 
agent I am very sorry, but I ought not

The law in such matters makes the 
agent's act his employer’s act, and he 
is as much responsible for the selection 
of the incompetent employés as though 
he had selected them himself. 

EFFECT OF AN AGREEMENT TO 

OBEY ALL ORDERS. 

This defense was attempted in a ca 
tried in Rhode Isiand. A fireman who 
was tending an engine fire was asked 
by the engineer to assist him in throw- 
ing on a beit that worked a pump which 
was used to fill the boiler. The fireman 
complied, but was injured while thus 
acting. The court decided that he had 
a good claim against the company, fer 
in attempting to ass'st the engineer, he 
was acting outside of his regular duty 
and subjecting himself to a new r sk, 
and especially one with which he was 
not acquainted. Furthermore, the come 
pany was not permitted to shield itself 
behind the engineer's lack of authority 
to give such an order to the fireman. 
He “must be looked upon,” said the 
court, “as representing his employer.” 

Suppose an employé signs an agree- 
ment to obey all orders, rules and reg- 
ulations, and enters the service of a 
railroad company as a brakeman, for 
example, has the company a right in 


such case to put him at some other em- 


ployment temporarily? The Supreme 
Court of Michigan has answe th's 
question, holding that the contract 
means all orders, etc., issued to per- 
sons in the same class of employment, 
and does not justify the company in 
transferrnig an employé from one cla 
to another. If, therefore, he is as*igne 
to some other work which he has never 
agreed to do, and injured while per- 
forming it, he he has a claim against bis 
company. 
UNKNOWN RISK. 


The cases all clearly follow the rule 
that if one is employed for a specific 
kind of work and is temporarily set 
at another task involving greater risks 
that are unknown or not understood, 
the employ is liable for the conse- 
quences. Cases of this kid, too, often 
occur among minors, and one such has 
come before the Supreme Court of the 
United States. A boy was employed in 
a machine shop as a helper under the 
direction of C. His duties were chiefly 
jn receiving and putting aw m-old- 
‘Ings as they came from a machine, One 
day C ordered him to gend a ladder 
at great height among dangerous ma- 
chinery and adjust „leit. While 4oing 
so, his arm was torn from his body. 
The court decided that the order was 

not a reasonable one and the owners 
of the shop were held liable.

| P#°T0GRAPHING THROUGH FOG. 
Some highly-interesting experiment: 
have recently been conducted by en- 
pert photographers, on board the Kais- 
er’s imperial yacht, in the photography 
of objects at sea, through fog. These 
experiments were conducted with a 
great deal of secrecy. but some of the 
details have leaked out, and it is not 
improbable that the entire process will 
be known to the world in the not very 
distant future. 

The experiments are reported to have 
been highly successful. An electro- 
chemist of Chicago, who has just re- 
turned from Germany, claims to have 
learned from a friend in Zurten the 
news and some details of the Kaiser's 
experiments, with a fairly accurate de- 
scription of the apparatus used, by 
which, it is claimed. a clear-cut out- 
line of a vessel two miles away may 
be obtained in the densest fog. The 
Chicago man’s informant in Zurich 
claims to have made successful experi- 
ments on landscapes enveloped in fogs 
whict/ rendered a building 100 feet away 
invisible, and under such conditions to 
have secured a clear, sharp photograph 
of a mountain one mile distant, with 
every detail of the landscape repro- 
duced. The apparatus used is thus, in 
part, described:

“I do not know,” began Judge Smith,

ment through a committee of our fel- 
low-citizens. I think it proper for you 
at the proper time to send for wit- 
nesses and investigate these charges to 
see what there is in them.” 

Then the court spoke of the acquittal 
of Walter H. Watson of the murder of 
Druggist W. J. Breckenridge last June 
and gave a charge that may result in 
the arrest and punishment of the slay- 
ers. Judge Smith said: 

“While a defendant was being tried 
in this court on the charge of murder 
a few weeks ago, the attorney for the 
defendant said in his argument before 
the jury in open court that he knew 
his client to be innocent of the crime. 
But.“ said the attorney, ‘I know the 
men who are. I know two men who 
did this killing, and they are within 
ten blocks of this Courthouse, and the 
District Attorney knows their names 
and who they are.’ 

“I suggest, gentlemen, that you send 

for that attorney and if he knows any- 
thing about it he will tell you. The 
man who was accused of this murder 
was acquitted—and rightfully, too, but 
I think you should send for this attor- 
ney and inquire into this matter. If he 
knows the men, perhaps-the murderers 
of Mr. Breckenridge may be appre- 
hended and punished. The name of the 
attorney I refer to is Earl Rogers.” 
The jury was then turned over to 
Sheriff Hammel, who escorted the nine- 
teen to their rooms in the fourth floor 
of the Courthouse. — 
The statute defining the powers of the 
grand jury compels it to inspect and 
report on all jails in the county, inquire 
into cases in the jails wherein no in- 
formation has been filed against the 
defendants, and employ experts to go 
through county officers’ books. The 
court told the jurors that they were 
not to expert the City Hall books, as 
the charter provides for this. He 
particularily warned them against 
frivolous charges brought before them. 
and, in the interest of economy and 
justice, to turn all such aside.

W.C.T.U. CONVENTION ADDRESSES 
MANY NATIONS. 


President McKinley and ln 
Urged to Prohibit Importation of 
Liquor, Opium and Firearms Into the 
Philippine Islands. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 4. — The 
W. C. T. U. convention today adopted 
resolutions against the army canteen 
and prepared a petition to the Presi- 
dent and another to Congress and to 
all of the great powers against the 
sale of firearms and the importation 
of liquor and opium into the Philip- 
pines or the island possessions of the 
other powers addressed. 

The petition to the President pointed 
out that it has been the policy of 
America to forbid the sale of in- 
toxicants to the Indian tribes, and 
that Engiand, who had the greatest 
experience among all of the coloniz- 
ing powers of the world, had en 
forced to adopt a prohibition policy 
in her colonies, in Africa and else- 
where. The convention, therefore, 
asks that the President, either through 
the War Department or the Philip- 
pine Commission, shall extend the 
prohibition law of the Indian Terrt- 
tory so as to take in the Philippine. 
Islands. 

A petition to the Senate urges the 
ratification of the pending treaty for 
the protection of Central Africa 
against intoxicants. 

A petition also was 
Great Britain, France, 
Relgium, Sweden, Norway, Denmark, 
Hungary, Greece, Russia, Turkey, 
Persia and Japan, asking for an in- 
ternational treaty that will forbid the

prise is always expected in Sugar. In 
the pursuit of their professional avo- 
cation, speculators are always trying 
to discount what they expect, and the 
consequence is that in Sugar they are 
invariably surprised and disappointed. 
Today was no exception. Action on 
the quarterly dividend has been looked 
for at any time for several days past, 
and the “news” as to what the divi- 
dend would be has varied all the way 
from an increase in the regular rate 
from 1% to 2 per cent. and up to the 
regular 1%,and an extra disbursement 
of 2 per cent. The speculation has 
gone on right merrily on that basis. 
The price was run up to 135% this 
morning, when the intimation was dis- 
seminated that no action would be 
taken on the dividend today. Conse- 
quently the announcement a little later 
that the directors had met at the pri- 
vate residence of the president of the 
company and declared a dividend of 
only 1% per cent. came like a bomb- 
shell upon the speculative contingent. 
In their rush to save losses they forced 
the price down by rapid stages, meet- 
ing nO support except from profes- 
sional shorts on the way down.
